TRANSMITTING. 


In  response  to  Senate  resolution  of  March  8,  1880,  a  statement  showing 
the  expenditures  of  the  government  on  account  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion 
from  July  1,  1861,  to  June  30,  1879,  inclusive,  &c.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Senate  of  March  8,  1880,  as  follows : 

'  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  he  directed  to  communicate  to  the 
Senate  the  .amount  of  money  expended  by  the  United  States  for  all  purposes  necessa- 
rily growing  Out  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  specifying  separately  the  amount 
paid  on  the  principal  of  the  public  debt  thereby  incurred  :  the  amount  of  interest  paid 
on  such  debt  for  each  year ;  the  amount  paid  each  year  for  pensions,  including  arrears 
of  pension  ;  anji  the  amount  paid  to  soldiers  and  sailors  of  that  war  under  laws  passed 
since  its  close,  and  that  such  information  be  brought  down,  where  convenient,  to  the 
1st  day  of  January,  1860. 

In  reply  thereto  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  statement 
showing  the  expenses  of  the  government  on  account  of  the  war  of  the 
rebellion  from  July  1,  1861,  to  June  30,  1879,  inclusive,  together  with 
analytical  statements  of  the  public  debt  and  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  government  for  the  fiscal  years  1856  to  1879  inclusive.
